500 Children to Take Part’ in 
Spectacle at Coliseum on 
Christmas Day.

Chairman Cunliff and Vice Chairman 
KR. H. Abeken of the Post- -Dispatch 
Christmas Festival Entertainment Com- 
mittee,\ have perfected a plan for. a. de- 
lightfully harmonious everit tn the Coll-’ 
seum on Christnias day. The title of 
the entertainment is ‘‘In Santa Claus 
Land,” and the spectacle is to be car- 
ried out in perfection of detail by about 
509 children represétntative of 19 of the 
25 municipal playgrounds. 

For the entertainment there will be a 
Stage extending across the south end of 
the Coliseum. The scheme depicts events 
which transpired on Christmas eve in a 
happy family of small children who had 
expectantly hung their stockings on the 
mantel of a broad firepiace and then 
tumbled into cosy beds to sleep while 
Santa made the expected visit. 

The little ones are shown falling into 
slumber, when they are aroused by a 
rattle and clatter indicating the ap- 
proach of Santa Claus and his reindeerg 
who enter upon the scene by descending 
the chimney.

MR. BRYAN’S MESSAGE. 

William J. Bryan's peace message to David 
Lioyd-George is a revelation of the workings of 
the Bryan mind. It fs an extraordinary sample 
of self expression. 

Mr. Bryan assumes, as a friend of the belliger- 
ent nations, a Christian and a lover of humanity, 
to urge Mr. Lloyd-George to use his great influ- 
ence—he is Premier of Gredt Britain—to induce 
his Government to enter into peace negotiations. 

In advance of any decision and without full 
knowledge of conditions which govern the course 
of Lloyd-George and his nation, he indulges in 
trite remarks about adjusting all differences by 
peaceful methods instead of force and throws all 
responsibility upon Liloyd-George if that gentle- 
man declines to follow Mr. Bryan's advice.. 

The assumption is that a statesman who does 
not see the foree of Mr. Bryan’s remarks and 
does not adopt Mr. Bryan’s counsel, has not the 
interest of mankind at heart, is not a Christian 
‘or a lover of humanity and must bear the odium 
of all the horrors and disasters that may follow. 

As the leader and Premier of a nation in the 
agony of an unparalleled war, with everything at 
stake, Lloyd-George’s desire for peace is proba- 
bly ten times more intense than Mr. 'Bryan’s. As 
a Christian and a lover of humanity he is at 
least the equa] of Mr. Bryan, and as an advocate 
of peace he has undertaken during his public life 
far greater political and personal risks and has 
made greater sacrifices than Bryan ever dreamed 
of. Lioyd-George risked his life and his ‘political 
fortunes to protest against the Boer War. 

As the head of the British Government and a 
leader of the British people, Lioyd-George must 
be governed by the vital interests of the nation 
and its allies. From his standpoint of actual 
knowledge of facts, accepting Mr. Bryan’s advice 
might result in deadly sacrifices and greater losses 
of life and treasure than refusal to make peace 


many offers no terms and while the statesmen of 
her allied enemies are doubtless eager to obtain. 
peace, they cannot offer sacrifices for it which 
would be. more costly than a continuation of the 
present war. They cannot concede Mr. Bryan’s 
logie that because peace is a good thing—a most 
desirable thing—it is worth any cost of life, Ifb- 
erty, national] honor or right. There are circum- 
stances under which peace or even an effort to 
accomplish it might be the worst possible thing— 
the costliest thing in all that men hold dear. 

The substance, tone and wording of Mr. Bryan's 
message are more likely to cause resentment than 
peace inspiration. The message is more likely, if 
it has any influence, to check than promote peace 
negotiations. In the delicate situation of the 
United States as a potential mediator, a cride, 
raw message of this kind from a conspicuous 
American who has filled the office of Secretary 
of State might be a crass blunder. It might inter- 
fere with timely action in the right spirit andj 
mode which offers the greatest hope of peace. 

Mr. Bryan has been guilty of an extraordinary 
act of egotistic demagogism, aggravated by ig- 
norance. It is probably illegal as weil as im- 
proper and impudent. He was so eager to get 
into the limelight as the world’s Apostle of Peace 
that he was willing to sacrifice peace to his am- 
bition. The limelight, however, has resulted in 
a remarkable exposure of Mr. Bryan’s crassness, 
egotism and inordinate ambition.

The death of Hugo Muensterberg removes a 
conspicuous and attractive figure from the world 
of modern thought. How great or how Jasting 
his influence will be on the minds of. men can- 
not thus soon be estimated with any certainty. 
The one thing we do know is that he was always 
a charming companion in any ramble through | 
the intricate pathways of abstract thinking. 
Prof. Muensterberg possessed the rare ability 
of translating the profoundest meditations of 
science into language anyone could understand. 
His own thinking was always rational. A thing 
had to rest upon solid scientific foundations to 
find entertainment within his intelligence. Yet 
whether he was discussing American habits or 
experimental psychology or the existence of the 
soul, he was never dull and never slovenly in 
expression. 

It is safe to predict that he will be remem- 
bered not for his part in political discussions 
that arose out of the recent war, but for his 
patient and fruitful research into the hidden 
mysteries of the human mind. :

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WAR ON THE MUNITION SUPPLY. 

Whatever the strength of the showing against 
the particular persons indicted, the testimony in 
the San Francisco bomb prosecutions is exception- 
ally interesting for its light on the difficulty with 
which our neutrality was maintained during one 
phase of the war. | 

It establishes the astonishing extent of the se- 
cret conspiracy on American soil in behalf of the 
Central Powers and creates a presumption of cen- 
tralized planning and direction. Linked up with 
testimony in similar prosecutions in sections 
farther East, it shows that the plotting was con- 
tinent-wide. The comprehensive campaign of de- 
struction reaching from coast to coast was aimed 
at munitions in process of manufacture, munitions 
in transit on railroad lines to the seacoast, muni- 
tions loaded on foreign-bound ships. 

In- view of allied conditions during the early 
months of the war, this effort on neutral territory 
remote from the war zones was potentially not 
the least of efforts adroitly planned and success- 
fully executed in part for promoting the cause 
of the Central Powers. As a whole, the allies 
are not yet in a position where the battle against 
munition supply as well as men has lost its 
effectiveness. 

Berlin asserts that no less than 16 munition 
ships destined for Russian use have been destroyed 
by submarines and other agencies in Arctic wa- 
ters. Russia herself admits that two such ships 
-blew up in Archangel harbor, but concedes a loss 
of life and record of injury leading to the sus- 
picion that the disaster was far greater than 
would naturally attend the destruction of two 
ships. 

How many obscure phases of recent operations 
on the Eastern and Southeastern fronts are ex- 
plained by this loss of indispensable munitions in 
huge quantities? _How far does it throw light on 
the calamities that came to Rumania, all of whose 
munitions in excess of a limited domestic pro- 
duction must come through Russia?

YEAR'S PROG 
FOR TUBERCULOSIS 
OGIETY OUTLINED 


Organization Wil] Center Efforts 
on General Relief Work 
Among Poor. 


WANTS MORE NURSES 


Effort Will Be Made to Increase 
‘Number From Nine to 
Fifteen. 


An effort to get nearer a solution of 
the tuberculosis problem in 8st. Louis 
was made Friday at a meeting of the 
various agencies engaged in combatting 
that disease, and a program was out- 
lined, which it is believed by the -pro- 
moters, will divide the work in such a 
way that the greatest good will be ac- 
ecmplished with the least expenditure 
of money and the smallest waste of 
effort. The meeting was called by Mrs. 
Thilip N. Moore, president of the Mu- 
nicipal Nurses’ Board. 

Under the new plan the varioué relief 
agencies will confine their work to gen- 
eral relief among the poor. The mu- 
nicipal nurses will concentrate upon the 
nursing of indigent patients in their 
homes and the finding of new cases, and 
the tuberculosis society will conduct the 
special relief and prevention work, as 
well as the follow-up and educational 
campaigns. 


work. The board is trying to increase 


to employ paid physicians to visit the 
sick patients in their homes. The board 
also is trying to increase its lung clin-; 
ics to double their present number. Five 
new clinics were established in the year 
just closing, through -Hospital Commis- 
sioner Shutt. Three aundred new cases| 
in their own homes were discovered by 
the tuberculosis nurses during Novem- 
ber. 

The tuberculosis .society’s special re-. 
lief work will be ,o furnish fresh .milk 
and eggs and ma@iicine to the sick in 
their homes who are under the munici- 
pal nurses’ care, and its preventive ef- 
fort will consist of several different 
lines of activity. Among these will be 
an extensive follow-up of patients re- 
turned from sanatoria, the establish- 
ment of an employment bureau for such 


keep them away from their former. en- 
vironment and therefore minimize the’ 
danger of a return of their malady, and 
a careful supervision of such patients 
as come within their jurisdiction. 

The educational campaign now under 
way will be greatly enlarged if suffi- 
cient money is realized from the annual 
sale of Red Cross Christmas seals. Many 
more health talks will be given and 
much more health literature will be 
distributed throughout the city. Every 
effort will be made, it is stated, to re- 
duce the present tuberculosis death 
rate in St. Louis, which is the highest 
of any of the six largest American cities.

ITALY REMOVES SHIP TAXES TO 
INCREASE MERCANTILE MARINE 


Which She Expended $8,000,000 
Annually Before War. 
ROME, Dec. 16.—In order to further 


governmental! decree, has dropped its 
subsidy policy and made a bid to. ship- 
builders to place their vessels under the 
Italian flag, by ordering the removal of 
practically all ship taxes for five years, 
and exempting such ships from military 
requisition for a similar period. Twelve 
ships are building under the new law 
and, inasmuch as a vessel pays for 
itself within three or four trips under 
existing freight rates, it is anticipated 
that foreign firms will take advantage 
of these new conditions.

Charles Chouteau Johnson Ac- 
companied From New York 
by Lieut. William Thaw. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 
NEW YORK, Dec. 16.—Charles Chou- 
teau Johnson of St. Louis, laughing like 
a schoolboy, and his rather saturnine 
superior officer in the French aviation 


service, Lieut. William Thaw, sailed 
at noon today on the St. Paul to resume 
their duties in behalf of the allies in 
the war. . 

Both men have been in New York vis- 
iting their parents since Nov. 20. Their 
original furlough of three weeks was ex-~- 
tended, but the extension has expired 
and they have been ordered back to the 
war zone, 
Like fighting men generally, neither 
Lieut. Thaw nor Johnson will discuss 
his individual accomplishments. 
“Our life is exciting enough in spots,” 
said Ideut. Thaw to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter just’ before the ship sailed, “but 
it has dull moments, too, In favorable 
weather we are expecter to go up twice 
a day and.to do about four hours’ fly- 
ing, though of .course if one cares to, 
he can do more. In rainy weather there 
is nothing, deing at all.” 
Both men are French citizens for the 
duration of the war. When Johnson's 
mother was asked if her son would re- 
sume his American citizenship when the 
war was over, she seemed a little doubt- 
ful about it. “He is so. thoroughly 
French,”’ she said, “that he may decide 
te retain the citizenship he has assumed 
for fighting purposes.”’ 
Johnson is 2% years old, and the son 
of Lieut. David D. Johreon, U. 8. A., 
retired. Hig mother was Anne Chou- 
teau, member of the old Chouteau fam- 
lly of St. Louis. The parents now live 
in Westport; N. Y., but make yearly vis- 
its to relatives in St. Louis. From time

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 14.—Ex- 
amination of the records of the United 
States District Court here, by a Post- 
Dispatch staff correspondent, shows & 
striking contrast between the methods 
employed and the results achieved in } 
winding up the affairs of the Knights 
and Ladies of Honor here and the meth- 
ods employed and the results achieved 
in winding up the affairs of the Knights 
of Honor in St. Louis, which have been 
related at length in the Post-Dispatch. } 
In the case of the Knights of Honor 
a receiver was appointed by the United 
States District Court at St. Louis;'about 
$128,000 was distributed in fees, commis- 
gions and administration expenses and 
a request is pending for allowance of an 
additional feé of $12,500; a dividend of % 
per cent has been paid on death claim 
with an additional 15 or ® pér cen 
awaiting distribution; Knights of Honor 
who reinsured in the Continental Bene- 
ficial Association paid $197,000 premiums 
the first year, of which only $7000 was 
paid back to beneficiaries, and receiv- 
ership proceedings are now pending 
against the Continental. 


No Receiver for K. LL. 
In the case of the Knights ae "Ladies 


of Honor, no receiver was appointed; 
the estate is being administered by five 
trustees,. who serye without salary; 
$450,000 has been distributed in the pay- 
ment, dollar for dollar, of death claims; 
members were reingured at the same | 
rates they had been paying, without 
medical examination, in the North 
American Union, which is gerne death 
claims in full. 

Max F. Ruler and Horace L. Dyer, 4s 
attorneys for a group of members- of 
the Knights of Honor, procured the ap- 
pointment of a receiver for the order 
and were allowed $15,000 by the St. Louis 
court and contracted to receive nearly 
$40,000 from the Continental. They took 
stepe, as attorneys for a group of mem- 
ters of the Knights and Ladies of Hon- 
or, for the appointment of a receiver for 
that order, which failed. 

They were assisted by Frank B. Sli- 
ger, ousted Treasurer of the Knights of 
Honor, who aided in throwing the 
Knights of Honor into receivership and 
shared in’ the commissions distributed 
by the Continental, and by others who 
were concerned in the Knights of Honor 
affair. 7 

Affidavits submitted to the Court 

here relate that efforts were made

Former Prosecutor Ralph Says 
He Got No Help in Fighting 
Lawless Places. 


CRITICISES EMPLOYER 


Surprised at Present Views of 
Brewer Regarding the Liquor 
Traffic. 


Arthur V. Lashly, former Prosecuting 
Attorney of St. Louis County, sent to 
the Post-Dispatch for publication the 
following letter: 

“As an interested observer of the 
growth of prohibition sentiment in this 
State, I was much interested in the in- 
terview of our foremost brewer which 
appeared recently, advocating the atrict- 
est kind of regulation of the saloon busi- 
ness, and making certain very radical 
suggestions with reference thereto, 
which, it seems to me, invite comment. 
(The reference is to an interview with 
August A. Busch, printed in the Post- 
Dispatch Nov. 22.) 

‘This gentleman is probably the most 
enlightened and intelligent brewer in 
the country today, as is evidenced by 
the fact, among other things, that he 


largest manufacturer of a substitute for 
intoxicating liquor for probable state- 
wide and ultimately nation-wide prohi- 
bition. ‘ 

“He is not only one of tse most in- 
telligent, but also one of the most 
financially powerful brewers in the 
country with practically unlimited 
means. . 

Theories Surprised Writer. 

“These things being true, his theories 
were all the more surprising in view of 
the way his busines is actually conduct- 
ed. I do not know anything about the 
general conduct of his business outside 
of those things which have come under 
my personal observation. I can give 
one instance; it is probably typical. 

“In 8t. Louis County, where I live 
and:-was for two years Prosecuting 
Attorney, there is being operated to- 
day within easy access by automobile 
of the city of St. Louis, one of the 
most vicious dives and gambling 
joints to be found anywhere. It is 
an open secret that there is, and has 
been for two years, a nightly craps 
game of huge preportions in which 
large sums of money change hands, 
in progréss there, as well as practi- 
cally every other form of vice and 
lawlessness. This place is operated 
by a man of bad character and dan- 
gerous disposition, who a few years 
ago was a police character in the city 
His place is notoriously 
a wide-open saloon, and is operated 
in defiance of law, as he has no dram- 
shop license. 


Appeaied to Brewery Agent. 
“In 1914, after we had secured an 
t the operation of 
this place and, convicted the man- 
ager in the Court of 8t. Louts 
County for contem}t in violating the 
injunction, I went to see the repre- 
sentative of the brewery and asked 
him to assist me in preventing the 
sale of liquor at that place, and to 
co-operate in the attempt we were 
making to enforce the dramshop and 
decency and order laws with respect 
to this place, by taking out their 
stock and refusing to sell any of 
their brewery products to this cus- 
tomer. 

“I was informed by the brewery agent 
in charge of the county business that 
my request was ridiculous: that their 
product was for sale; that he intended 
to keep on selling to all who would buy; 
and that it was none of their affair who 
bought it, just so they got their money. 
And I am reliably informed that this 
brewer's product is still being sold in 
large quantities at- this place and has 
been continuously since the time of my 
request. ' 

“Another incident is this: The St. 
Louis County agent for this same brew- 
ery worked for over a year to establish 
at Bureka, Mo., a saloon which was 
opposed by a majority of the inhabitants 
of that district, and personally circu- 
lated the saloon keeper’s petition, and 
appeared before the St. Louis County 


Brewery Agent in Politics. 

“He personally interested himself in 
securing. the appointment of an Excise 
Commisisoner in St. Louis County whose 
first official act was to arbitrarily grant 
a license for a dramshop in Bureka, 
against the wishes of the majority of 
the inhabitants of that district, and con- 
trary to law.

T0 PLAN 


T0 SHARE PAPER 


Proposed That They Give Up 5 
Per Cent of 1917 Quota to 
Small. Publishers. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—A conflict 
of interests between large and small 
newspaper publishers developed at @ 
conference today of the Federal Trade 


Commission, the publishers and news 
print paper manufacturers and jobbers, 
held to consider a proposal that the 
problem of an apparent news print 
shortage be solved by distribution of 
the available supply under supervision 
of the commission and to work out 
some arrangement if possible concern- 
ing prices and increased production. 

A plan proposed and apparently fa- 
vored by the trade commission, the 
manufacturers and the small publish- 
ers, under which large publishers would 
relinquish 5 per cent of their 1917 quota 
to the smaller publishers, met with tm- 
‘mediate opposition. The large pub 
lishers declared they were being made 
the victims of manufacturers, who,' by 
diverting machines now on wall paper 
and: wrapping paper back to making 
news print, could solve the shortage 
problem within a few days. Both large 
and small publishers insisted that the 
plan called for no concessions by the 
manufacturers. 

The plan proposed would provide that 
the 5 per cent turned back by the large 
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establishments would be apportioned 
among the small publishers at the av~- 
erage contract ‘price charged the large 
publishers. This would be between 3 
and 4 cents a pound.

Conferences to Continue. 

Committees of the publishers, man- 
ufacturers and jobbers’ were named to 
continue conferences with the trade 
commission next week in an effort 
either to perfect the plan proposed or 
to work out* some. other acceptable 
plan. The publishers’ committee will 
begin Monday to send out questionaires 
to the newspapers, ascertaining the 
needs of the smal! publications and 
learning {f the large publishers will 
agree to give up a part of their paper. 

In today’s meeting the,large publish- 
ers argued that an increase in produc- 
tion would be a simple matter if the 
manufacturers displayed a willingness 
to co-operate. In this they were SUP: 
' ported by the small publishers. Both 
classes. of publishers, too, insisted that 
prices were beyond reason, and assur- 
ance was given by the Trade Commis- 
sion that perfecting of any distributing 
plan would not stop the commission's 
investigation of that subject. Commis- 
sioner Davies declared the commission 
was of the opinion that print paper 
was @ public necessity and that prices 
now charged for it were extortionate. — 

On the committee of publishers to 
meet next week with the Trade Com- 
mission, F. P. Glass and L. B. Palmer 
were named to represent the large pub- 
lishers and A. W. Dunn and J. Ray- 
mond Hoover the small publishers. 
Manufacttirers will be represented by 
J. Boyd Potter and A. T. Houck. 

Big Advance in Prices. 

It was brought out today that al- 
though the cost of production—as dis- 
closed by the Trade Commission's in- 
vestigation—has remained about station- 
ary, prices to the large publishers have 
advanced from 2.15 eents 4 pound on 
1916 contracts to an average of 38.10

The tractor ordered by Col.-Rogers is 
of the caterpillar type, and trailers also 
are equipped with caterpillar treads. The 
tractor is of 75-horsepower, and is said 
to be capable of hauling the four trucks 
loaded to their fullest capacity, or more 
that 100,000 pounds, over the roughest 
kind of country. 

With this tractor outfit one company 
can haul 10,000 pounds moke cargo than 
the total cargo capacity of one train of 
83 motor trucks. Another big saving is 
in the number of men required to op- 
erate the tractor outfit. A crew of only 
three men is required—an engineer, an 
assistant engineer anda helper—while 
not less than 33 men are required, to op- 
erate a motor-truck train. 

. Fuel Is Cheap. 

The fuel used is .a distillate which 
costs in wholesale quantities, according 
to Government contract, 6 cents. per 
gallon. 

Col. Rogers and army men generally 
are much interested in the experiment 
about to be made. It is conceded that 
the physical difficulties in the Big Bend 
country are much greater than in any 
part of the war zone of Europe where 
the “tanks’’ were brought into play. 

It is claimed by the manufacturers 
that the new tractor can travel at an 
average speed of 3% miles an hour, haul- 
ing four tratlers, carrying a 100,000- pound 
load, over a rough and roadiess country. 

If this claim is made good an order 
will be placed for 8 or more tractors 
and trailer outfits of the same type for 
border use. It is stated that in event

Pvtest it Citizen of Empire Thinks Americans 
Are Ruled by Lust for Gain and Have Sordid 
_ Interest in Prolonging the War.

boots with a goatee. As a greedy money-chaser without ideals, he lived for 
money alone, and.to make money he would sell his soul to the devil or b aes 


radishes on the grave of his parents. 


**In 1898 we took that picture off the wall and hung up 


& new one, 


It dripped with virtue. We gazed with astonishment upon the Americans 
as ‘the people of the future’ in ‘the. land of unlimited possibilities’ until 
we felt the hellish effects of American shells.’’ 


These are two paragraphs from the 
first page of a little German booklet 
called “American Neutrality.” One vf 
the stories of “Scheutzengrabenbuecher”’ 
—trench books,-made to fit in the pocket 
of a German soldier when he goes to 


the front. It is a fair sample of the 
kind of fodder that is.being fed the 
German people these days. This booklet 
has attained an enormous circulation and 
helps to account for the feeling against 
America. 

It present an interesting sidelight on 
German-American relations. The views 
the writer expresses are unquestionably 
the reactions of a large part of the 
Kaiser’s people. They do not like us, 
but, unlike the celebrated apostrophe 
to old Dr. Fell, they have their reasons, 
and in this pamphiet we find some of 
them. 

Americans will r the work as a 
libelous caricature, but it is veracious 
jin its rendition of the skepticism the 
| Germans feel as to our idealism; of 
their scorn of our character; of their 
contempt for our motives; of their be- 
lief in our hypocrisy and lack of senti- 
ment, and of their conviction that we 
have a mean and sordid interest in pro- 
longing the war. It is not a pleasing 
portrait that has been painted, but it is 
@ portrait that types us to the aver- 
age German, and & it is well for us:to 
look at it. 


Why Is America Pro-Ally? 

With true German thoroughness the 
author, Otto von Gottberg, starts in on 
his second page to discover the causes 
of our “unfriendly neutrality’ by “ob- 
serving the American people from its 
hour of birth to the present day, 
through German eyes.”’ On his forty- 
third page, having conscientiously com- 
pleted this task, he turns to the sup 
posed subject of the book, American 
neutrality, and after discussing. it for 
five paged, closes. . 

Germany, he says, has always viewed 
the United States throtgh British eyes. 
England hate us, ap to 1898; then flat- 
tered us, according to hfs view of his- 
tory, and the Gérmans aped the British. 
But the British flattered us merely be- 
cause we were looming up as a world 
power, and they hoped to secure Amer 
ican help in “the war which they had 


part, Gottberg tells the 
trenchesg,and the burghers at home,

So he named 
his son Gouverneur. Today the boy, a 
» grown man, writes under the name of 
Gouverneur Morris.”" Gottberg does not 
seem to-know that the father’s name, 
too, was Gouverneur and that he was 
the grandson of a Gouverneur Morris 
who helped to chuck the British out of 
the country some years ago. 

It is interesting to learn that the rea- 
son the British blockaded the coast of 
Europe from the Elbe to Brest in the 
Napoleonic wars was “to destroy Amer- 
ican commerce."t: One had thought that 
a certain desire to isolate Napoleon had 
had something to do with it.

Small Faith tm Republics. 

Gottberg has small faith in republics. 
“At first glance,” he says, “the fact 
that these free states have lived on 
more than a century is disconcerting. 
Nature must have one ruler. We cau 
see that in the beehive, in a pack of 
wolves, or In the hen-coop. Bven the 
sheep is wise enough to know that only 
one can lead the flock. The unnatural 
rule of the many usually arises only by 
the violent overthrow of one ruler and 
his loyal followers, A few adherents 
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of monarchy always survive the blood- 
lest battles of fevolution as the nucleus 
of a new upheaval, which will in turn 
destroy the republic. 

“That is why our French neighbors 
eternally vaciilate between monarchy 
and republic. Every time Madame La 
France steps out of bed with the left 
foot first she knocks her house of state 
with ‘all its furniture to pieces. The 
present French republic has lasted over 


40 years because a revolution is hard to 
organize in a time of universatmilitary } 


service. At this very hour the lawyers 
Who aré rather ruining France than 
ruling her, are trembling again, for ‘fear 
of the General whom a victorious army 
could make a monarch. Poincare would 
like to see Joffre win once, but he 


would not care to see too great a vic- 


tory.”” And this incredible belief in a 
monarchic oration in France is by 
no means confined to our author! 

How a nation can get along when the 
President cannot appoint an official 
without the consent of the Senate is a 
mystery to this’'German, accustomed to 
an autocratic Kaiser. \ 

“The President has not even the right 
to present drafts of laws to Congress,”’ 
he says. And “when a law is passed, 
any citizen or group of citizens can 
suggest that it is contrary to the Con- 
stitution and demand the decision of the 
Supreme Court. But the Judges in the 
nation, as in the state, are politicians, 
or owe their appointment to a party, 
which can leave them hungry, and in 
the course of history’ American Judges 
have often shown themselves susceptible 
to bribery. Hence the power of the 
gourts in the United States can create 
a rule, yes, a tyranny, of dollars. The

Roosevelt’s Fight on Trusts,

They discovered that although Lioyd- 
George was as yet obscure among the crowd on the back 
benches of the House, he was a prophet in his own coun- 
try. Even Roseberry’s eloquence was eclipsed in the 
enthusiasm aroused by the simple, g-nuine oratory of ot 
young Welshman, speaking to his brethren. Visitors 
from Westminster were amazed by the new light shed 
upon a casual acquaintance of the siouse. 

When the time was ripe for impressing his personality 
on Parliament, Lioyd-George chose a stroke of char- 
acteristic audacity. Those were the years of Gladstone’s 
long decline and of the resounding advance of Joseph 
Chamberlain towards the leadership of English Radical- 
ism. Chamberlain's supremacy as a debater was un- 
questioned in the House, and after this pv asterful leader 
shifted to the Treasury Bench, Lioyd-George marked 
him for his own. When he_first entered the lists, 
lookers-on were irresistibly reminded of David stepping 
forth on the plain to encounter 
Goliath. Chamberlain, a born 
fighter, was not long in recog- 
nizing that here was a foeman 
worthy of his steel. At the out- 
set as scornfully supercilious as 
Goliath at first sight of David, he 
presently paid to Lloyd-George’s 
assaults on him a measure of per- 
sonal attention that raised the 
member for Carnarvon to a pre- 
mier place in the fighting forces 
of debate. Lioyd-George was the 
only man on the Liberal side who 
could stand up to Chamberlain 
and give him blow for blow. 

The Boer War (1899-1902) 
made Lioyd-George a national 
figure, but a national figure as 
intensely hated as was Gladstone 
during the home rule crisis. The 
overwhelming majority of Welsh- 
men, like the overwhelming ma- 
jority of Englishmen and 
Scotchmen, believed the war just 
and necessary; Lloyd-George did 
not, and the fire and truculence, 
of his opposition “made him a 
target of national obloquy. More 
than once his life was in danger; 
observers said that they would 
not have valued his life at five 
minutes’ purchase had he 
chanced to fall into the hands of 
a jinge mob. The nation which 
now turns to him as its greatest 
hope would then have stoned him 
without compunction. But when 
the heat of the controversy died 
away, the public remembered 
only his sincerity and courage, 
his supreme daring in staking his 
eareer upon his conscience. It is 
the irony of circumstances that 
he who once risked his life and 
advancement for his convictions 
as a pacificist, is today called 
upon to lead England’s mightiest 
war.

In Wales itself his position and influence became almost 
equivalent to a dictatorship. He was aa Welsh as O’Con- 
nell was Irish, or even more so, for O'Connell did not 
speak Gaelic, while Llioyd-George is said to be even 
more eloquent and moving in Cymric than he is in En 
glish. 

He was also growing into reputation as an orator, hav- 
ing already established himself ag a dauntless, biting 
swashbuckler of debate. His language was not always 
measured, he hit hard always, bitterly often; and he 
developed a mastery and fluency of epithet equal to 
Col. Reosevelt’s. His quick-moving mind flashed out 
in pungent, unforgettable phrases, few of them without 
sting; at covering an opponent with ridicule, at goading 
him with sarcasm and invective, he proved to have ne 
equal in British public life. 

But his chief power as a speaker was the strain of 
idealism and imagination which he derived from his 
Celtic blood, his Celtic lack of shamefacedness 9 the 
presence of the emotions. Even in the House of Com- 
mons, where feeling and rhetoric are considered rather 
bad form, he was known.ig bold that worldly and cynic- 
al assembly spellbound by some powerful and pathetic 
sketch of social misery. 

His first great opportunity came with Chamberlain's 
protection campaign in 1903. Lloyd-George gathered all 
his forces of raillery and denunciation and all his burn- 
ing sympathies with the submerged tenth to combat 
the new doctrines in and out of Parliament. Wielding 
the weapon which few English statesmen care to touch, 
that of emotional and imaginative oratory, fiercely 
eloquent, a master of language and moods, he pursued 
Chamberlain with unrelenting ferocity, and did more 
than any one man to break the power of that imperious 
personality. 

Such services to the Liberal party could not be over- 
looked and when, in 1905, Sir Henry Campbell-Banner- 
man was ca.led upon to form a ministry, Lloyd-George’s 
inclusion was inevitable, If in 1900 someone had pre- 
dicted that in only five years Lloyd-George would be a 
member of Government, he would have been written 
dowt. a lunatic. And of ali the offices to which England 
expected to see him appointed, the last was that of 

President of the Board of Trade. The 
thought of this impetuots Welshman, 
this fiery swordsman of debate, being 
entrusted with the care of Great Brit- 
ain’s industry and commerce, made 
Many men gasp with apprehension 
and many more with astonishment. 

But, unlike John Bright, who 
proved helpless in charge of a Gov- 
ernment department, Lloyd-George 
had a terrific surprise in store. It 
is true that, judged by the standards 
of Whitehall, he was poor enough as 
a department chief. He detested 
drudgery, hated routine and had a 
glorious disdain for correspondence. 
But he poured new vitality into the 
office and raised it to the front rank 
in public beneficence. Big tasks he- 
was always ready for, though despis- 
ing small ones, and when a railway 
strike threatened to paralyze the 
country’s life, he flung himself be- 
tween embattled capital and labor 
with flaming energy and conspicuous 
success. 

Parliament admired his skill at ne- 
gotiation and the tact which enabled 
him to carry several pieces of un- 
usually difficult legislation; the big 
corporations rejoiced in the discov- 
ery that the Welsh radical agitator 
was a much more intelligent and res- 
sonable person to deal with than 
many a Conservative politician or 
orthodox public official. In a few 
months this man who had had no 
previous experience in business was 
being e¢alled “the business man” of 
the Cabinet; in a few more months 
there was no one in Great Britain, 
of whatever party, who did not recog- 
nize the appointment as one of the 
most felicitous and successful any 
Government had ever made. It was a

“There is no foundation for that statement,” said Mr. 
Edwards, when reference was made to the story _re- 
peatedly published that the wedding of Mr. Lincoln was 
postponed because of his failure to appear at the ap- 
pointed time. 

“Mr. Lincoln met Mary Todd soon after her arrival 
in Springfield in 1839. She had a plump round figure 
and was rather short of stature. Her features were not 
regularly beautiful, but she was certainly very pretty, 
with, her levely complexion, soft brown hair, clear. blue 
eyes and intelligent bright face. 

“When my mother saw that things were becoming 
rather serious between Lincoln and Mary, she treated 
him rather coldly. During 1841 and 1842 she did what 
she could to break up the match. Mary Todd was the 
belle of Springfield in thiwe days, and Lincoln, at 30, 
had been admitted to the bar only a short time before 
and his law practice was small. There was no objec- 
tion to the match on the ground of Mr. Lincoln’s char- 
acter or sdécial standing. But he hadn't $500 to his 
name and was just getting started in the practice of 
his profession.” 


Mary Todd’s bright sayings became the talk of the 
town.

Lincoln. It is told that at a social gathering Mr. Lin- 
coln approached the young lady and said to her:

white silk dress, and so on. 

The Lincoln marriage was a quiet one, by express 
preference of the bride. The sisters hurried the prep- 
arations. They yielded their objections and determined 
that Mary should have a home wedding, instead of .go- 
ing to the home of Mr. Francis. Mrs. Wallace, in telling 
of the preparations, said she never worked harder in 
her life than she did that Sunday in November, getting 
things ready for the marriage. Only a few persons were

ically to me the duties of her husband. Every morning 
at 6 o’clock he was ushered into the presence of his 
sovereign, who lay on a plain cot for treatment. Enter- 
ing daily the masseur would say: “I throw myself at 
your majesty’s feet.” Then he performed the rite of 
kneading, stretching and pounding the royal body. In 
all the years of this intimate contact, Francis-Joseph 
spoke not one word to the faithful servant. As compen- 
sation the masseur received very modest lodgings, coals 
and candles for his simple needs and in wages the fab- 
ulous sum of $16 a month. 

My most vivid recollection of Francis-Joseph, however, 
dates back to the year. 1879. In order to give the read- 
er an intelligent understanding of the following episode 
I must preface it with an historical fact. The Czech 
element of Bohemia hated everybody and everything 
German, not excepting their Emperor. Prague, the

In 1879 I left St. Louis and crossed the ocean. I 
put my daughter in a boarding school in Dresden and 
from there proceeded to Prague, where I had lived two 
years before coming to St. Louis. At the station at 
Dresden, two friends presented me with two bouquets 
of exquisite flowers. It is but a few hours’ ride from 
Dresden to Prague, and upon my arrival there my 
floral offerings were as fresh as when I received them, 

As my cab rolled through Hibernastrasse, I marveled at 
* the unusual aspect ef the broad thoroughfare. The 
street was packed on both sides with thousands of men 
and women, silently standing in line. 

“What is going on?” I asked the driver. 

“They are waiting to see the Kaiser,” he replied 
phlegmatically. “His train leaves in 30 minutes.” 

“Drive as fast as you can to the Blauen Stern,” I com- 
manded so urgently that cabby obeyed instantly. 

We fairly flew through the street up to the Blauen 
Stern, one of the finest hotels of Prague. I quickly 
jumped from the cab, leaving my luggage and the pay- 
ing of the cab to the major domo of the hotel. I ob- 
tained the key to a room and rushed up the spacious 
stairway, but instead of going to my reom | hurried to 
the second floor balcony, which was thronged with 
mhilitary dignitaries, their broad chests glittering with 
various decorations. Some were accompanied by superb- 
ly clad women. : 

Arrayed in unmistakable traveling garb and carefully 
guarding my beautiful flowers, I made my way to the 
extreme front of the balcony without much resistance. 
Breathlessly I gazed down on the great mass of human- 
ity, who im turn stared steadily up at the balcony. 
Standing right in front, I encountered many glances of 
surprise, but not a vestige of enthusiasm. Beariné in 
mind Czech opposition to their Austrian ruler, I under- 
stood the attitude ef the populace. They came out of 
simple curiosity to see Francis-Joseph depart. And now 
the clatter of horses’ hoofs became audible, but among 
the thousands not a hand was raised in greeting, not

“Yes, I know,” said he, “your prompt arrival is all 
the more suspicious. Please get ready and come along.” 

Dumbfounded, I took up my hat, when the door again 
opened and another man entered, who first eyed me 
searchingly and then turned to the officer, remarking: 
*I vouch for the lady—here is my card.” The officer 
glaneed at it, saluted in military style and marched out 
of the room, followed by his silent assistant. When we 
were alone my savior smiled and introduced himself by 
handing me another of his cards. I read “Oscar, Count 
de H——.” Encouraged by his kindness, I explained 
the situation and how utterly innocent I was of any in- 
tentional wrongdoing. 

“J saw you from the street,” said he, “and wondered 
if you would have the courage to throw those flowers. 
I also examined the bouquet which missed the Emperor's 
earriage and it contained neither-poison nor a bomb. 
Your reason for coming here to throw those flowers to 
the Emperor is doubtless of a more harmless nature.” 

He smiled again as he bowed himself out of the room, 
and I was mighty glad to be alone at last. 

After luncheon I resolved to visit some of the places 
I had loved so well while residing in Prague. I put 
on my war paint, donned a stunning suit ani sailed 
out of the hotel. I went straight down the “Graben” 
and had hardly walked two minutes, when I gaw Count 
de H. across the street. Bowing politely, he asked me: 
“May. I escort you?” 

“Tf it is. not against the law, you may,” [ amswered 
demurely. 

As we strolled leisurely along, I commented on some 
interesting views, comparing them with similar scenes 
in other cities. But little did my escort heed my topo- 
graphical knowledge of two hemispheres. With the 
utmost cleverness he persistently tried to brimg our con- 
versation back te the point from which our acquaintance 
had started, associating my name with that of the 
Emperor.

“The-story as I heard it,” said@\Maj. Patrick, “was 
that President Lincoln made use of the inquiry in a 
conversation with Capt.~W. J. Kounptz, a wealthy steam- 
boat mgm from Pittsburg. He hadiobtained from the 
Secretary of the Treasury, through his Pennsylvania 
friends, a permit to buy cotton outside the Union lines 
and ship it up North. Capt. Kountz presented his per- 
mit to Gen. Grant, who Tefused to allow the Captain’s 
agents to go beyond the military lines around Memphis. 

“The Captain was very indignant at being turned 
down, and took himself to Washington. Calling on Mr. 
Lincoln, he stated his case, and demanded that Gen. 
Grant be relieved as commander of the department of 
Tennessee. To make his case as strong as possible, he 
said that Grant was a hard drinker. Mr. Lincoln lis- 
tened with his usual patience to the tirade, and asked 
Capt. Kountz what brand of whisky Gen. Grant used. 
The Captain said he didn’t know. Then Mr. Lincoln 
said: ‘Find out and let me know, so I can send a 
barrel to each of my Generals.’ ”’ 


In the extensive collection of Lincoln papéfs pos- 
sessed by William K. Bixby of St. Louis are interesting 
revelations..of Mr.‘ Lincoln’s strong writing habit. 
Whether in letter, law paper or state document, the 
composition.was simple and closely condensed, But 
this did not mean that Mr. Lincoln wished to get 
through as soon as possible. It indicated the Habit of 
mind. There are very few letters of Mr. Lincoln which 
exceed a single page. 

The attention which the President gave personally, 
even to routine matters, is shown by the instructions 
and comments written by him upon these many papers 
in the Bixby collection, most of which have never been 
printed. Upon the application of a judgeship at Platts- 
mouth, Utah, appears this in the -well-;known hand: 

“I knew George May when a boy and young man, then 
@ little inclined to be dissipated. If free from that now, 
he has intellect for almost any place. I suppose the 
within names ought to be sufficient voucher for that.” 


Gov. Green Clay Smith of Kentucky presented in 
person, it appears from the papers in Mr. Bixby’s cole 
lection, an application for a pardon in behalf of Wil- 
liam Duke.

NEW science has just 
made its bow to the pub- 
lic. It is called nema- 
tology and it has to do 
with thousands of mil- 


lions of minute animals 

called nematodes. Fifty 
varieties are found in man himself. Enormous numbers 
exist all about on land or sea. A thimbleful of mud from 
the bottom of river or ocean may contain hundreds of 
specimens. Nematodes from a 10-acre field, if arranged 
single file, would form a procession long enough to reach 
around the world. If all the matter in the universe 
except the nematodes were swept away, the world 
would still be dimly recognizable, dnd if as disembodied 
spirits human beings could investigate it, they would 
find its mountains, hills, valleys; rivers, lakes and 
oceans represented by 
a film of nematodes. 
Towns would be de- 
cipherable by the 
massing of the nema- 
todes whose habitat 
had been in man. and 
trees would stand in 
ghostly rows, mark- 
ing former streets and 
highways. 

While the modern 
science of nematology 
is merely in its in- 
fancy, knowledge of 
nematodes dates back 
to antiquity. It was 
known in Biblical 
times asa fiery ser- 
pent, incrusting itself 
in a man’s ankle and 
remaining there until | 
the ancient leech, by a 
rude system of skewer 
and lever, drew the 
worm out. At one 
time there was a wide- 
ly prevalent worm 
theory of disease as 
popular as the germ 
theory of the present 
day. It had for its 
basis the fact that. 
worms are. obviously 
associated with nu- 
merous and varied 
forms of disease, 

In modern times the 
knowledge of parasit- 
ic species of nema- 
todes which cause dis- 
ease has become much 
greater. The dreaded 
hook worm is a nema- 
tode, and so is that 
scourge of the tropics, 
the guinea worm.

is possessed of definite jaws, these are usually three 
in number, instead of two as in most other animal 
groups, and act radially somewhat as do the jaws of 
a lathe chuck. The jaws are moved by relatively pow- 
erful muscles, and often are armed with ferocious teeth 
which can be used in a very effective way. 

Sometimes the mouth is armed with a sting or spear 
with which to puncture the tissue of the victim, pre- 
paratory to sucking away its vital fluids. In such cases, 
behind the spear, and constituting a portion of the 
gullet, there is a relatively powerful pump or sucking 
bulb. The nematode applies its lips to the object to 
be punctured, exerts suction by means of its muscular 
pump, thus attaching its lips firmly, and then thrusts 
its spear through the mouth openipg so as to puncture 
or batter down the tissue containing its food or through 
which it wishes to pass. 

The lotas, which inhabit the meadows and swamps, 
are remarkable because of the peculiar mechanism which 
furnishes propulsion as well as alfds in procuring nour- 
ishment. They are covered with projecting retrorse 
scales or prickles, so that it is with difficulty that they 
move in any other direction than forward. Every move- 
ment of their bodies-drives them in a 
more or less forthright way through 
the soil. Coming against wy A root of 
a plant, their muscular movements 
push the head firmly against the sur- 
face of the root, so that the spear 
with which the mouth is armed when 
thrust forth acts from a well-support- 
ed base, namely the friction of the 
surface of the body against the sur- 
rounding soil material. 

The Monochus, upon which great 
hope is placed as a natural destroyer 
of the gall worm, is one of the most 
powerful of nemas. It has six power- 
ful lips and a remarkably supple neck, 
which enables it to dart its head sud - 
denly here and there and to seize its 
prey even though the Jatter be also 
active. The onchi or teeth act as 
fangs and are used in opposition to 
the lips in seizing and holding the 
prey. Denticulate areas, or rasps, are 
used in conjunction with the strong 
dorsal tooth in fixing its quarry. The 
Mononch glides up to its victim and 
makes its onslaught by a quick snap of the head, throw- 
ing its jaws suddenly wide open, and grappling ite prey 
by means of the inner armature of the lips. 

Of curious interest along the line of parasitic nema 
is a recent discovery made by B. H. Ransom, in the 
Bureau of Plant Industry, of the existence of a larval 
stage of nematode in the house fly. There was no evi- 
dence favoring the hypothesis that this larval stage 
in adult form was a free-living nematode, and the 
natural inference was that it belonged to some variety 
of parasitic nematode.
